street and John Nichols of Richmond 
street, while returning from .Pover on 
Wednesday night, were robbed 
of 


money and valuables a short distance 
this side of tbe Dover Point bridge. 
The robbery oconrred at about 11.43 
o'clock, according to the best judgment 
of tbe yonng men who were the victims. 


The two men had a Portsmouth stable 


team and inst after making the second 
torn to the left, at the Portsmouth end 
of tbe bridge, a man about six feet tall 
appeared in the highway and stopped 
tbe horee by grabbing the harness on 
tbe animal'* head. After the horse bad 
stopped, tbe man came along on tbe i 
right side of the buggy and told the oc- 
cupants he hoped they wonld not feel 
insulted. He asked if Mr. - Waldron 
would give him a match. 


Mr. Waldron suspected that some- 


thing was wrong and in going through 
his pockets on the excuse of trjiog to 
find 'some matches, took occasion to 
transfer a roll of bills amounting to 922 
between hia underclothing and trousers, 
near his right hip pocket. 
While he 


was doing this, Mr. Nichols produced a 
couple of matches and passed them to 
Mr. Waldron, who wes about'to give 
them to the man, when tbe latter 
grabbed the reins out of Mr. Waldr.on's 
left hand and after throwing the whip 
into the road, pushed a revolver into 
*ho faces ot tbe young men and told 
them he wanted all they -had with 
them. 


At the same time, almost, three other 


men appeared on the opposite side of 
the buggy and grabbed Mr. Nichols. 
They either dragged him into the road, 
or else he jumped out of the bflggy, 
while Mr. Waldron got out at the com- 
mand of the mtn who held the revolver 
m the young man's face. 


All four of the robbers took part in 


the search of the young men's pockets, 
Mr. Nichols lost $32 and Mr. Waldron 
lost about 82 80 and a gold watch. The 
man who grabbed the watch' and chain 
from Mr. Waldron was told that the 
chain was a gift from the -victim's 
mother and the chain was banded back. 


The men did not report the robbery 


to the police until this morning. They 
arrived back in Portsmouth at half- 
past eleven.

opens a new world of possibilities to 
charitable benevolences and which ia of 
vital interest to churches, hospitals, 
homes, asylums, libraries and the like 
everywhere. 
An association on the 


church endowment society has been 
formed to encourage tbe endowment of 
snch institutions by means of policies 
ofjife insurance. 
K^v. E. W. Hunter, 


rector of 8L Anna's church, New Or- 
leans, organized tbe society and it is 
endorsed by practically all the Episoo 
pal bishops in this country, already 
{500,000 of. insurance have been .taken 
in tbe Mutual iafe on this plan in the 
interest of churches, $100,000 being for 
Grace Protestant Episcopal church in 
Chicago, aad this .amount ia likely to 
be raised to S400.000. An endowment 
fund of 8250,000 for 8t Thomas ohnroh 
in this city is expected. Several mil- 
lions are talked of for the cathedral of 
St. John tba Divine and the trustees of 
Columbia University are considering a 
similar plan for raising 85,000,000 by 
this method, A large fund can be pro- 
vided ior any desired object without 
entailing a heavy burden upon the 
giver.

The society charges

Why FrmitB Chance Color. 


Here are.the best opinions of leading 


scientists as to why most fruits under- 
go changes during the ripening process: 
It Is known that as fruits coaie to ma- 
turity there la a process of absorption 
of material .from the tree's sap, aa well 
as a cell growth within the fruit itself; 
tbat the absorption of oxygen and the 
giving off of carbonic acid gag are 
actions strictly analogous to the res- 
piration of animals; that there is a 
transformation of vegetable fiber Into 
sugar and water. The rapidity and per- 
fection of this process depend princi- 
pally upon the amount of sunshine to 
which the fruit Is exposed while it Is 
going on. The outer membranes of most 
all fruits assume a positive color when 
• 


the ripening change is coming on, but 
why one plum ia green and another 
blue, one apple red and another yellow, 
the most rigid research has failed to 
discover, but that the primary changes 
lu the color of each particular species 
of rult Is due to the reasons given 
above there Is not the least doubt 


When fruit has turned all its fiber to 


sugar and water, the absorption of 
oxygen must be checked by cutting off 
light and air; or, If allowed to con- 
tinue, the next chemlcift change' In- 
Tolves the decomposition of the sugar, 
and the fruit becomes "rotten." The 
action of frost upon fruit la te crystal- 
lize all of its contained moisture. If 
this can again be converted Into sugar 
by a very gradual process, tbe sugar of 
the fruit is found to be uninjured.

Rice, Silk, Indigo. 


The culture of silk has been, attempt- 


ed several times in Carolina. The first 
Huguenots 
brought over silkworm 


eggs that hatched on the voyage, so 
that the worms perished for want of 
food. Sir Nathaniel Johnson, however, 
at his plantation, Silk Hope, was more 
successful in 1699. While be was gov- 
ernor, a few years later, he realized 
several hundred pounds a year from 
this industry- But the eggs frequently 
hatched before the mulberry supplied 
food, and the experiment failed finally. 


The cultivation of rice was more 


successful. 
Accounts differ as to its 


introduction. The most interesting is 
that w hile Thomas Smith w as govern- 
or, 1G93, a ship captain from Madagas- 
car ga\e him a bag of tough rice, which 
he distributed among his friends. The 
experiment was so sucees&ful that to- 
day rice is one of the staple crops of 
South Ctu'olina. 


Tudigo hr'l been introduced, but Its 


culture had failed, although wild indi- 
go grew abundantly. A second experi- 
ment was made about 1741 by Miss 
Eliza Lucas, daughter of the governor 
of Antigua, who was in Carolina on 
her father's place. Her efforts were 
crowned with success, and her -father's 
gift to her when she married Charles 
rmckney was the crop of indigo on his 
Wappoo place. The total crop for the 
colony netted £1,000.000 a year.—Pear- 
son's.

ers as little regarded as »o much wa- 
er. 
These underground "temples of Bac- 
:hus" are aeeu at their beat under tbe 
okl world town of Epeniay or the Ro- 
man architecture of Bheima. where the 
corridors, hewn out of the solid rock, 
stretch In all directions for miles and 
where the floon descend one below an- 
other, like the different levels of s 
mine, to a depth of 140 feet. 


Along theae miles of corridors are 
tacked hundreds of thousands of bot- 
tle* of wine undergoing tbe processes 
f running and maturing, and a walk 
along them may be as fraught with 
danger a* to cross the line of fire in a 
battle, for at any moment a bottle may 
burst and hurl Its fragments at you 
with something of the force of shrap- 
nel. 
. 


Into these vaults hundreds of work- 


men disappear at 0 o'clock every morn- 
ng. only to emerge Into the upper air 
12 hours later. Unfortunately, the con- 
ditions tbat are best for the wine are 
almost as uncomfortable as one could 
conceive for the human population of 
lie vaults. All the year round, wheth- 
er in tbe height of summer or the depth 
of winter, a uniform temperature of 45 
degrees must be. maintained, and the 
lir Is so saturated with moisture that 
t runs in^rivulets down the walls, and 
the screens which separate the cellars 
are heavy with It. 


In the damp-, dark corridors behind 


these screens are men whose sole duty 
t is to,turn the thousands of .bottles, 
one by > one. and give them a* slight 
«hake, so as to dislodge any sediment 
that has formed,-and this process, prob- 
ably the most monotonous and. .under 
:be conditions of .cold, moisture and 
darkness the most dreary that falls to 
the lot of workjngman, is repeated hour 
after hour and day after day for a 
whole lifetime.. 
' ~4.n expert xorker .will turn as many 
as 60 bottles a minute and maintain 
ibis rate for ten hours a day, handling 
86,000 bottles in a -day's work. Is it 
any wonder that after years of this 
monotonous drudgery these men devel- 
op all kinds of strange moods and fan- 
cies? They become gloomy and taci- 
turn and get the strangest ideas Into 
their heads. 
Some of them persist 


that the vaults are haunted and pro- 
fess to see eyes, glaring at them from 
obscure corners and figures Sitting 
past them, possibly the eyes of men 
who have turned bottles before them 
and cannot refrain from revisiting th* 
haunts of their earthly rdays. . 


But naturally all the^orfc in tnese 


underground worlds of Bacchus is not 
of this'lugubrious description, for here 
a- small army of men andigirls'are en- 
gaged in corking, putting on the tin 
Foil which makes the Txittles so pleas- 
ing to the eye and labeling. 


The corking is done at the'almost 


incredible rate of 100 bottles an hour. 
The bottles .are handed in rapid suc- 
cession, by a boy to the ."disgbrger," 
who with marvelous dexterity whisks 
out .the corks, discharging any-sedi- 
me&t that may hava collected, fills 
them up with champagne and passes 
them: on to. the corker. The corking Jias 
for many years been done by machin~ 
*»ry, the machine seizing the cork, com- 
pressing Jit to the proper size and push- 
ing it into the neck of the bottle. The 
bottles are then ready for the girls, 
who put on the finishing touches with 
tin. foil and labels. 


As may be expected, these processes, 


especially that of disgorging, are not 
free from danger, for at this stage a 
bottle of champagne may be as risky 
a thing to handle as a live bomb, and 
accidents more or less severe are fairly 
common. It is estimated tbat at 
Rhelms alone £10,000 worth of cham- 
pagne is wasted every year through 
the bursting of bottles. 


Although these hundreds and thou- 


sands of workmen Are allowed a prac- 
tically unlimited supply of ordinary 
wine, some of them drinking as many 
as three bottles a day, it is remark- 
able that drunkenness is almost un- 
known among them.—London Tit-Bits.
